3. To see what order the Town will adopt in relation 
to the savings bank tax for the ensuing year. 

4. To raise such sums of money as may be thought 
necessary for making and repairing highways and bridges 
the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the same. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate $150 for the support of the Town Library. 

6. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
pay on the Town debt the ensuing year, and to raise and 
appropriate the same. 

7. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
its various officers the ensuing year. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of $150 for improvements in and care of the 
Town Cemeteries the ensuing year or take other action 
relative thereto, 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate any sum of money for appropriately marking the cite 
of the ‘Gilbert Cemetery” so-called or take any other action 
relative thereto. “ 

10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300 for the maintenance of the State 
Road so-called for the ensuing year. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $50 for the maintenance of the State 

Aid Road, so-called, for the ensuing year. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid 
on the Town highways and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $450 to be used on said highways in connection 
therewith or take other action relative thereto. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to allow bank dis- 
count on all taxes paid before November 1, 1913.

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LIBRARY REPORT 


It is encouraging to note the increasing interest in the 
Town Library. Not only is it patronized by the adults 
and young people, but even the small children are enthusi- 
astic and anxious to make good use of the books pro- 
vided in their own special department. Although the room 
now occupied is, in many ways, very desirable, we still 
look forward to the time when the way shall be opened 
for the provision of a separate building, dedicated to the 
use of the Town Library. Owing to an error in print, the 
number of books on shelves one year ago was given as 
2076, instead of 1575, the correct number. Since that time 
782 volumes have been added to our list, making a total 
now of 2357. The gift from Mrs. Sarah D. Converse of 
a set of Encyclopedia Britannica, has proved a valuable 
addition to our books of reference. The circulation dur- 
ing the past year has amounted to 8530 volumes, an in- 
crease of more than 3000 over that of any previous year. 
Part of this increase is due to the service rendered the 
people of Lyme Center by Miss Annah Flint, who volun- 
teered to visit the library once in two weeks and withdraw 
a supply of books, to be under her care at the Post Office, 
for circulation among the people in that part of the town. 
Twenty-two trips have been made by her, and an average 
of 60 books withdrawn at each trip. Mr. Chas. Dimick has 
supplied us with The Outlook during the year, and as usual 
magazines have been contributed and enjoyed by the pa- 
trons. At present time, donations of full years’ subscrip- 
tions of any standard 1912 magazines, in good conditien 
to be bound and placed on shelves, will prove acceptable.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Your board has been confronted during the past year 
with the usual amount of vexatious detail and their labors 
have been slightly increased by differences with certain 
parents as to the transportation of children and the re- 
opening of the school buildings in certain outlying neigh- 
borhoods. The board has of course taken such action in 
these and all other matters as it considered for the best in- 
terests of the district, but we desire in passing to call the 
attention of the parents to the following facts: 

The statutes expressly limit the amount which can be 
used for transportation to 25 per cent of the school money. 

The Department of Public Instruction has informed us 
that transportation such as has been formerly practiced in 
this town will no longer be tolerated. . 

The Board is of the opinion that the kind of trans- 
portation now required would necessitate the use of a larger 
percentage of the school money than is applicable to the 
purpose, and would be considerably more expensive than 
the maintenance of the smaller schools, while the attendant 
advantages are at least questionable. 

A vital question in our school situation continues to be 
the constant shrinkage in the number of children requiring 
school facilities and the scattered condition of our popula- 
tion. 

The board is pleased to note the interest taken by the 
parents in certain districts in the school building and its 
surroundings. It is difficult to estimate the educational 
value of clean, cheerful schoolhouses, and we trust that the 
parents in other sections of the town will show similar in- 
terest. 


We are obliged to deplore the altogether too manifest 
tendency of a large portion of the parents to support their 
children against the teacher in every instance without inves- 
tigation or reasonable deliberation and even when this ten- 
dency is not manifest, we find, to a great degree, an apathy 
and lack of interest among parents which cannot fail to 
dampen the enthusiasm of the teacher. Let the parents 
visit the schools and get acquainted with the teachers. The 
children alone cannot make a school. The children and a 
properly qualified teacher cannot of themselves make an 
tdeal school. It is only when the enthusiasm and trained 
services of the teacher aresupplemented{by the kindly in- 
terest and support of the parent in the home that the child 
is fired with that desire for knowledge, that appreciation of 
the value of school privileges, and that determination to 
make the most of the opportunities presented which fill the 
schoolroom with an air of cheerful emulation and furnish 
the only ideal atmosphere for the best work of both teach- 
er and pupil. 

Let us then avoid factional disturbances and lay aside 
unprofitable ‘differences while we work together, parent, 
teacher, and school board, for the uplifting of the youth 
of our town and the shaping of the young lives entrusted 
to our care, to the end that we may not be ashamed of the 
product when it reaches manhood and womanhood. 

Just a word upon the financial situation. The board 
has been informed by the department, that our district 
must raise by taxation, a total of $3,365, for school pur- 
poses, in order to obtain State Aid. This will require the 
district to vote about $1,800 additional school money, or 
we lose the State Aid. We must spend more money upon 
our schools in any event. Surrounding towns are paying 
larger salaries, and as a result, securing the pick of the 
teachers. Some of our teachers are working for an en- 
tirely inadequate compensation, considerably less than their 
services would command elsewhere, and this is not only un- 
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fair to them, but it cannot be expected to last. The time 
has gone by when it was considered wise to place untrained 
girls in charge of the education of our children. The day 
of the trained teacher is here, and the consequent addi- 
tional expense must be met. 

A portion of our schools are still in session, owing to 
the epidemic of measles, which made it necessary to close 
them for a time. We regret that a portion of the value 
of this term has been unavoidably lost, because of the large 
amount of sickness which has visited our town and the at- 
tendant interruption of school attendance. However, these 
matters are beyond our control, and we may well be thank- 
ful they are no worse. 

The board notes in closing, the recent loss by fire of 
the school building in District No. 9. It will be necessary 
for the annual meeting to take action looking toward re- 
building.
